In the late General England has died 
not only the “doyen” of the Royal Ar­ 
tillery, but also the “father” of the 
British Army. As the deceased, who was 
in his ninety-seventh year, was the old­ 
est officer in her Majesty’s service, his 
death surely m erits more than tho few 
lines of obituary notice with which the 
papers have recorded his end.

In Germany tho 
woods have their police, whose duty it 
is to see that no devastation is wrought 
by inconsiderate owners. 
No man may 
cut down his trees without the sanction 
or the authorities. 
The reason is that 
wood is the staple fuel of the country, 
and if the government did not step in 
to protect the people against their own 
improvidence the peasants would speed­ 
ily sweep 
away all their forests to 
enable them 
to 
clear 
the 
m ortga­ 
ges which the Jews hold on their lands. 
In Bavaria the price of fuel rose be­ 
tween 1830 and 1860 as much as 60 per 
cent., and building tim ber rose 70 per 
cent. 
In tho sixteenth century the for­ 
ests had dwindled so much, and tile 
cost of firing had risen so high,that the 
princes took the forests under their 
sovereign protection, and appointed a 
class of officials whose duty it was ta 
see after the fuel supply in their prov­ 
inces, and look to the protection of trees 
just as the police have to set' to the pro­ 
tection of citizens. One result has been 
that no trees are allowed to grow long­ 
er than when they reach m aturity. Af­ 
ter they have attained a certain age 
their rate of growth is so slow that 
their room is needed for younger plants 
and they are cut down. 
Thus a pine 
reaches its perfection after its 30th 
year, and goes back after its 80th. 
As 
a rule, a forest is cleared and replanted 
every thirty years arui is an exception 
anywhere to see an older pine or beech. 
But the Bohmer Wald bas not been 
subject to this policement and there do 
remain in it magnificent pines several 
hundred years old.

side of that department the annual expenses 
for all the army bureau* proper (except 
probably the ordnance bureaus) are sub­ 
stantially fixed charges which cannot be ma­ 
terially diminished without a change in the 
numerical strength of the army.

The Father of the British Army. 


In the late General England has died 
not only the “doyen” of the Koval Ar­ 
tillery, but also the “father” of the 
British Army. As the deceased, who was 
in his ninety-seventh year, was tlie old­ 
est officer in her Majesty’s service, his 
death surely merits more than the few 
lines of obituary notice with which the 
papers have recorded his end. 
He had 
obtained his first commission “by com­ 
mand of His Majesty King George IIL ” 
as far back as May, 1805, and within a 
few weeks of his name apearing in the , 
official “Gazette” was ordered 
with 
his battery to the Weser, where he took 
part in the now almost forgotten opera­ 
tions which were undertaken in co-op­

cut down his trees without the sanction 
oi the authorities. 
The reason is that 
wood is the staple fuel of the country, 
and if the government did not step in 
to protect the people against their own 
improvidence the peasants would speed­ 
ily sweep 
away all their forests to 
enable them 
to 
clear 
the 
mortga­ 
ges which tlie Jews hold on their lands. 
In Bavaria the price of fuel rose be­ 
tween 1830 and 1860 as much as 60 per 
cent., and building timber rose 70 per 
cent. 
In tho sixteenth century the for­ 
ests had dwindled so much, and the 
cost of firing had risen so high,that the 
princes took the forests under their 
sovereign protection, and appointed a 
class of officials whose duty it w is tQ 
see after the fuel supply in their prov­ 
inces, and look to the protection of trees 
just as the police have to set' to the pro­ 
tection of citizens.

T H E P R E S ID E N T ’S M E SSA G E . 
THE LATE ELECTION. 
To the Congress of the United States: 
Since the close of your hist session the Amer- I 
iean people, in the exercise of their highest i 
right-'iof suffrage, have chosen their chief 
in air st rate for the four years ensuing. When j 
< is remembered that at no period in the 1 
country's history has the long political con- j 
test which customarily precedes the day off 


at Tokio. While this governm ent fully recog­ 
nizes the equal and independent station of 
Japan in the com munity of nations, it would 
not oppose the general adoption of such 
term s of compromise as Japan may be dis­ 
posed to offer in furtherance of uniform 
policy of intercourse with Western nations. 
During the past year the increasing good 
will between our own governm ent and that 
of Mexico has been variously manifested. 
The treaty of commercial reciprocity con­ 
cluded Jan. 20, 1883, has been ratified 
and awaits the necessary tariff 
legisla­ 
tion of congress 
to 
become 
effective. 
This legislation will, I doubt not, be among 
the first measures to claim your attention. 
A full treaty of commerce, navigation, and 
consular rights is much to be desired, and 
such a treaty I have reason to believe that 
the Mexican government stands ready to 
conclude. 
Some em barrassm ent has been 
occasioned by the failure of congress at its 
last session to provide means for the due 
execution of the treaty of July 29. 1882, 
for the resurvey of the Mexican boundary 
and the reloination of boundary monuments. 
With the republic of Nicaragua a treaty has 
been concluded which authorizes the con­ 
struction bv Ute United States of a canal, 
railway and telegraph line aeross the Nica­ 
raguan territory. 
By the term s of this 
treaty sixty miles of the river San Juan, 
well as the Lake Nicaragua, an inland sea 
forty 
miles 
in 
width, 
are 
to 
con­ 
stitute a part of the projected enterprise. 
This covers for actual canal construction 
seventeen miles on the Pacific side and thir­ 
ty-six miles on the Atlantic. 
To the United 
States, whose rich territory on the Pacific is, 
for the ordinary purposes of commerce, 
the national election 
been waged with practically cut off from communication by 
w ater with Atlantic ports, the political and 
commercial advantages of such a project can 
scarcely be overestimated. 
It is believed 
that when the treaty is laid before you the 
justice and liberality of its provisions will 
command universal approval at home and 
abroad. 
The death of our representative at 
Russia, while at his post at St. Petersburg, 
afforded to the imperial government a re­ 
newed opportunity to testify its sym pa­ 
thy in a manner befitting the intim ate 
friendliness 
which 
lias 
ever 
m arked 
the 
intercourse of 
the 
two 
countries. 
The course of the governm ent in raising its 
representative at Bangkok to the diplomatic 
rank has evoked from Siam evidences of 
warm friendship. 
The Siamese governm ent 
has presented to the United Slates a commo­ 
dious mansion and grounds for the occu­ 
pancy of the ligation, and I suggest that 
by joint resolution congress attest its appre­ 
ciation of this generous gift. 
This govern­ 
m ent has more than once been called on of 
late to take action in fulfillment of interna­ 
tional obligation toward Spain, agitation in 
THE ISLAND OF CUBA 
hostile to the Spanish crown having been 
ferm ented by persons abusing the sacred 
right of hospitality which our territory 
affords. 
The officers of the government 
have been instructed to exercise vigilance to 
prevent infractions of our neutrality laws at 
Key West and other ports near the Cuban 
coast. 
I am hnnpy to say that in the only 
instance where ..ose precautionary measures 
were successfully eluded, the offenders when 
found in our territory were subsequently 
tried and convicted. 
The growing need of 
close relationship of intercourse and traffic 
between the Spanish Antilles and their n at­ 
ural m arket in the United States led to the 
adoption, in January last, of a commercial 
agreem ent looking to that end. 
This agree­ 
ment has since been superseded by a more 


greater fervor and intensity, it is a subject 
of congratulation that after the controversy 
at the polls was over, and while the slight 
preponderance by which the issue had been 
determined was as yet unascertained, the 
public peace suffered no disturbance, but 
the people everywhere patiently and quietly 
awaited the r« su it 
Nothing could more 
strikingly 
illustrate 
the tem per of the 
Amosjeiu* citizen, his love of order and his 
loyally to law. 
Nothing could more signally 
dem onstrate the strength and wisdom of our 
political institutions. 
Eight years have 
passed since a controversy concerning the 
result of a national election sharply called 
the att< ntion of the congress to the neces­ 
sity of providing more precise and definite 
regulations for counting the electoral vote. 
It is of the greatest importance th at this 
question be solved before conflicting claims 
to the presidency shall again distract the 
country , and I am persuaded that, by the 
people at large, any of the measures of re­ 
lief thus far proposed would be preferred to 
continued inaction. 


F O R E IG N R E L A T IO N S. 
ENTIRELY AMICABLE. 
Our relations with all foreign powers con­ 
tinue to be amicable. 
With Belgium a con­ 
vention has been signed whereby the scope 
of present treaties lias been so enlarged as to 
secure to citizens of either country within 
the jurisdiction of the other equal rights and 
privileges In the acquisition and alienation of 
property. A tradem ark treaty has also been 
concluded. 
The war between Chili and Peru 
is at an end. 
Tor the arbitration of the 
claims of American citizens who during its 
continuance suffered through the acts of the 
Chilian authorities, a convention will soon 
be negotiated. 
The state of hostilities be­ 
tween France and China still continues to be 
nn embarrassing feature in our Eastern rela­ 
tions. The Chinese governm ent has promptly 
adjusted and paid the claims of American 
citizens whose property was destroyed in 
the recent riots at Canton. 
I renew the rec­ 
ommendation of my last annual message, 
that the Canton indemnity fund be returned 
to China 
The

It may be 
seriously questioned whether the statute

The recent purchases by the 
United States of a large trading fleet, here­ 
tofore under the Chinese flag, enhanced our 
commercial importance in the E ast 
In view 
of the large num ber of vessels built or pur­ 
chased by America u citizens tn other coun­ 
tries and exclusively employed in legitim ate 
traffic between foreign ports under the rec­ 
ognized protection of our flag, it might be 
well to provide u uniform rate for their reg­ 
istration and documentation, so that the 
bona Jkl>' property rights of oar citizens 
therein shall be duly evidenced and properly 
awarded. Pursuant to the advice of the sen­ 
ate at the last session, I recognized the flag 
of tb< international Association of 
I 
th e Congo 
as J^at of a friendly government, avoiding, 
ififr 'doing, any prejudgm ent of the conflict 
in territorial claims in that region. 
Subse­ 
quently. in execution of the expressed wish 
of the congress, I appointed a commercial 
agent for the Congo basin. 
The importance 
of the rich prospective trade of the Congo 
valley lias led to a general conviction that it 
should be open to all nations upon equal 
terms. 
An international conference for the 
consideration of this subject was called by 
the emperor of Germany, and is now in ses­ 
sion at Berlin.

The government of Corea has generally aid- 
ed the elhirts of the United States minister 
to secure suitable premises for the United 
States legation. 
As the conditions of diplo­ 
matic intercourse with Eastern nations de­ 
mand that the legation premises be owned 
by the represented power. I advise that an 
appropriation be made for the acquisition of 
this property by 
the

The 
United States already possesses valuable 
premises at Tangiers, as a gift from the 
sultan 
of 
Morocco, 
and they 
have 
lately 
received 
a 
similar gift 
from 
the 
Siamese government. 
The govern­ 
ment 
of 
Japan 
stands ready 
to 
present to us extensive grounds a t Tokio, 
wherein to erect a suitable building for the 
legation; court house and jail, and similar 
privileges can probably be secured in China 
and Persia. 
The owning of such premises 
would not on: y effect a large saving of the 
present rentals, but would perm it of the due 
assertion of the extra territorial rights in 
these count rn s. and would the better serve 


a central bureau of registry, wherein should 
be filed authenticated transcripts of every 
record of naturalization in the several fed­ 
eral and state courts, and to make provision 
also for the vacation or cancellation of such 
record in cases where fraud had been prac­ 
ticed upon the court by the applicant him ­ 
self, or where he had removed or forfeited 
his acquired citizenship. 
A just and uniform 
law in this respect would strengthen the 
hands of the governm ent in protecting 
its citizens abroad, and would pave the

The legislation of the last session effected in 
the diplomatic and consular service certain 
changes and reductions which have been 
productive of em barassm ent 
The popula­ 
tion and commercial activity of our country 
are steadily on the increase.' and are giving 
rise to new, varying and often delicate re­ 
lationships with other countries. 
Our for­ 
eign establishment now embraces nearly 
double the area of operations that it did 
tw enty years ago. 
The confinement of such 
a service within the lim its of expenditure 
then established is not, it seems to me, in ac­ 
cordance with true economy, and a com­ 
m unity of sixty millions of people should be 
adequately represented in its intercourse 
with foreign nationa A project for the re­ 
organization of the consular service and for 
recasting the scheme of extra territorial ju ­ 
risdiction is now' before you. 
If the limits of 
a short session will not allow' its full consid­ 
eration, I trust you will not fail to make 
suitable provision for the present needs of 
the service. 
It has been custom ary to de­ 
fine in the appropriation acts the rank of 
each diplomatic office to which a salary is 
attached. 
I suggest that this course be 
abandoned, and that it be left to the presi­ 
dent, with the aifviceand consent of the sen­ 
ate, to fix from tim e to time the diplomatic 
grade of the representatives of this govern­ 
m ent abroad, as may seem advisable; pro­ 
vision being definitely made, however, as

Since 
modern ingenuity supplies means for the 
organization of hostilities without open re­ 
sort to armed vessels < r to filibustering 
parties, I see no reason why overt prepara­ 
tions in this country for the commiAsion of 
criminal acts such as are here under con­ 
sideration should not be alike punishable, 
w hether such acts are intended to be com­ 
m itted in our own country or in a foreign 
country with which wc are at peace 
The 
prom pt and thorough treatm ent of this ques­ 
tion is one w'hieh intimately concerns the 
national honor. 
Our existing 
NATURALIZATION LAWS 
also need revision. 
Those sections relating 
to persons residing within the limits of the 
United States in 1795 and 1798 have now 
only a historical interest. 
Section 2172, 
©cognizing the citizenship of the children of 
t uralized parents, is ambiguous in its term s 
:id partly obsolete. 
There are special pro- 
virions of law favoring the naturalization of 
those who serve in the army or in m erchant 
vessels, while no 
similar 
privileges are 
granted those who serve in the navy or m a­ 
il ue corps. 
A uniform rule of naturaliza­ 
tion, such as the constitution contemplates, 
should, among other things, clearly define 
the status of persons bom within the United 
Htates, subject to a foreign power (section 
1992), and of rumor children of fathers who 
have declared their intention of becoming 
citizens, but have failed to {<er?ect their n at­ 
uralization. 
It might be well to provide for

SILVER DOLLARS. 
I concur with the secretary of the treasury 
in recommending the immediate suspension 
of coinage of silver dollars and, of the issu­ 
ance of silver certificates, and this is a m at­ 
ter to which, in former communications, I 
have more than once invoked the attention 
of the national legislature. 
It appears that 
annually for the past six years there have 
been coined, in compiiance with the act of 
Feb. 28, 1878, more than twenty-seven mil­ 
lion silver dollars, and the number outstand­ 
ing is reported by the secretary to be nearly 
on* Ju.ndred and eighty-five million, whereof 
but Tittle more than forty millon. or less 
than 2 2 {»er cent, are in actual circulation. 
The mere existence of this fact seems to 
me to furnish of itself a cogent argum ent 
for the repeal of the statute which has made 
such a fact possible. 
But there are other 
and graver considerations that tend in the 
same direction. 
The secretary avows his 
conviction th at unless this coinage and 
the 
issuance 
of 
silver 
certificates lie 
suspended, 
silver 
xs 
likely 
at 
no 
distant day to become our sole metallic 
standard 
The 
commercial 
disturbance 
and the im pairm ent of the natiouai credit 
thatw oultl be thus occasioned can scarcely 
be overestimated 
1 hope that the secretary’s 
suggestions res 
ng the withdraw al from 
circulation of tiie $ 1 and $ 2 notes will re­ 
ceive your approval 
It is likely that a con­ 
siderable portion of thoaiivor now incum ­ 
bering the vaults in the treasury m ight thus 
find ils way into the currency. 
While trade 
dollars have ceased, for the present at least, 
to lie an element of active disturbance in our 
currency system, some provision should be 
made for tlieir surrender to the governm ent 
In view of the circumstances under which 
they wero coined, and of the fact that they 
have never had a legal tender quality, there 
should be offered for them onlv a slight ad­ 
vance on their bullion value. '1 ’he secretary, 
in the course of his reqiort, considers the 
propriety of beautifying the designs of our 
sulwidiary silver coins, and of so increasing 
their w eight that they may bear due ratios 
of value of the standard dollar. 
Ilis oonc u- 
sions in this regard are cordially approved 
TAXATION. 
In my annual message of 1882 I recom­ 
mended the abolition of all excise taxes ex­ 
cept those relating to distilled spirits. 
This 
recommendation is now renewed. 
In case 
these taxes shall be abolished the revenues 
that will still remain to the governm ent will, 
in my opinion, not only suffice to m eet its 
reasonable expenditure*, but will afford a 
surplus large enough to perm it such tariff re ­ 
duction as may seem to be advisable when 
the results of the recent revenue laws ami 
commercial treaties shall have shown in 
w hat quarters these reductions can be. most 
judiciously effected. One of the gravest of 
the problems wTiich appeal to the wisdom of 
congress for solution is the ascertainm ent of 
the most effective means of increasing our 
foreign trade, aud thus relieving the depres­ 
sion in w'hieh our industries are now lan­ 
guishing. 
The 
secretary of 
the 
treas­ 
ury 
advises 
that 
the' 
duty of 
in­ 
vestigating 
this 
subject 
be 
entrusted 
iu the first instance to a com petent commis­ 
sion. 
While fully reeognizing the considera­ 
tions that may be urged against this course, 
I am nevertheless of the opinion that, on the 
whole, no other would be likely to effect 
speedier or better results. 
That portion of 
the 
secretary's report 
which 
concerns 
the condition of our shipping interests can­ 
not fail to command your attention. He em­ 
phatically recommends that as an incentive 
to the Investm ent of American capital in 
American steamships, the gfoverment shall, 
by liberal paym ents for mail transportation 
or otherwise, lend its active assistance to in ­ 
dividual enterprise, and declares his belief 
th at unless th a t course be pursued, our 
foreign carrying trade m ust rem ain as it to ­ 
day, almost exclusively in the hands of 
foreigners. One phase of this subject is now 
especially prominent, in view' of the repeal 
by the act of June 26, 1884, of all statu­ 
tory provisions arbitrarily compelling Ameri­ 
can vessels to carry 
the mails to 
and 
teem 
the 
United 
States. 
As 
it 
is 
necessary to make provision to compensat 
the ow ners of such vessels for performing 
that service after April. 1885, it is hoped 
that the whole subject will receive early con- 
ideration that W'ili lead to the enactm ent of 
ueh measures for the revival of our mer­ 
chant marine as the wisdom of congress may 
devise.

0 0 0 , 0 0 0 have since my last annual message 
been redeemed by the secretary. 
The bond: 
of that issue still outstanding am ount to 
a little over $ 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , about one-fourth 
of which will be retired through the opera­ 
tions of the sinking fund during the coming 
year. 
As these bonds still continue the clikf 
factor of the circulation of the national 
banks, the question how' to avert the con­ 
traction of the currency caused by their re­ 
tirem ent is one of constantly increasing im­ 
portance. 
It seems to be generally conceded 
that the law' governing this m atter exacts 
from the banks excessive security, and that 
on their present bond deposits a larger cir­ 
culation than is now allow'ed may be granted 
w'ith perfect safety. 
I hope that the bill 
which passed the senate at the last session, 
perm itting the issue of notes equal to the 
face value of deposited bonds, will commend 
itself to the approval of the house of repre­ 
sentatives. 


THE W AR DEPAR TM EN T. 
DECREASED F.XPFNSeS. 
In the expenses of the war department the 
secretary reports a decrease of more than 
$9,00U,000, of which a reduction of $5,600,- 


0 0 0 was effected in expenditures for rivers 


and harbors and $2,700,000 in expenditures 
for the quarterm aster’s departm ent 
Out­ 
side of th at departm ent the annual expenses 
for all the army bureaus proper (except 
probably the ordnance bureaus) are sub­ 
stantially fixed charges which cannot be m a­ 
terially diminished without a change in the 
numerical strength of the army. 
The ex­ 
penses in the quarterm aster’s departm ent 
can readily be subjected to adm inistrative 
discretion, and it is reported by the secre­ 
tary of war that as a result of exercising 
such 
discretion 
In reducing 
the 
num ­ 
ber of draught 
and 
pack 
animals in 
the army, the annual 
cost of supply­ 
ing and caring for such animals is now 
$1,108,085.90 less than it was in 1882. 
The reports of m ilitary commanders show 
th at the last year has been notable for its 
freedom from Indian outbreaks. In defiance 
of the president’s proclamation of July 1, 
1884, certain intruders sought to make set­ 
tlem ents in the 
Indian Territory. They 
were prom ptly removed by a detachm ent of 
troops. During the past session of congress 
a bill to provide a suitable fire-pioof build­ 
ing for tbe arm y medical museum and the 
library of the surgeon general’s office re­ 
ceived the approval of the senate. 
A similar 
bill, reported favorably to the house of rep­ 
resentatives by one of its committees, is still 
pending before th at body. 
It is noped that 
during the coming session the mea sur 
may become a law', and thereafter imme­ 
diate steps may be taken toosecure a place of 
safe deposit for the valuable collections now 
in a state of insecurity. The funds with which 
the works for the improvements of rivers 
and harbors were prosecuted during the past 
ytvir were derived from the appropriations 
of the act of Aug. 2, 1882, together with 
such few balances as were on hand from pre­ 
vious appropriations. 
The balance of the 
treasury subject to requisition July 1, 1883, 
was $ i 0,021,049 55. 
The am ount appro­ 
priated during the fiscal year 1884 was 
$13,190,340.27,and the am ount drawn from 
the treasury during the fiscal year was 
$8,228,703 54, leaving a balance of $3,112,- 
580.03 in the treasury subject to requisition 
July 1, 1884. 
SEACOAST DEFENSES 
The secretary of war submits the report of 
the chief of engineers as to the practicabil­ 
ity of protecting our im portant cities on the 
seaboard, by fortifications and other de­ 
fenses able to repel modern methods of a t­ 
tack. 
The tim e has now come when such 
defenses can be prepared with confidence 
th a t they will not prove abortive; and when 
the possible results of delav in making such 
preparations is seriously considered, delay 
seems inexcusable. 
For the most im portant 
cities, those whose destruction or capture 
would be a national humiliation, adequate 
defenses, inclusive of guns, may be made by 
the gradual expenditure of $60,060,000, 
a sum much less than a victorious enemy 
could lew ’ as a contribution. 
An appropria­ 
tion of about one-tenth of that am ount is 
asked to begin the work, and I concur with 
the secretary of war in urging that it be 
granted. 
'Die war departm ent is proceed­ 
ing with the conversion of ten-inch smooth­ 
bore guns into eight-inch rifles, by lining the 
form er with tubes of forged or of cold 
wrought iron. 
Fi tv guns will lie thus eon 
verted wit hin the year. 
This, however, does 
not obviate the necessity of providing means 
for the construction ot guns of the high­ 
est power, but for the purposes of coast de­ 
fense and for the arm am ent of war vessels 
Tbe report of the gun foundry Inxard ap- 
jiointed April 2. 1883. in pursuance of the 
act of March 3, 1 8 N3 , was transm itted to 
congress in a special message of F* b. 8 , 18n4. 
In my message of March 20, 1884, I called 
attention to the recommendation of the 
board that the governm ent should encourage 
the production at private steel w orks of the 
required m aterial for heavy cannons, and 
that tw o governm ent factories, one for the 
army and one for the navy, should be estab­ 
lished for the fabrication of guns of such 
material. 
No action having 
been 
taken, 
the 
board was subsequently reconvened 
to determ ine more, fully the plans and esti­ 
mates for carrying out its recommendations. 
It has received inform ation which indicates 
that there are responsible steel m anufactur­ 
ers in this country who. although not pro­ 
vided at present w ith the necessary plant, 
are willing ti* construct the name and to 
m ake bids for contracts with the govern­ 
m ent for the supply of the requiste m aterial 
for the heaviest guns adapted to modern war 
fare, if a guaranteed order of sufficient m ag­ 
nitude. accompanied by a positiveappropna 
tion extending over a aeries of years, shall 
be made by congress. 
All doubt* as to the 
feasibility of the plan being thus removed, 
I renew' my recommendation that such ac­ 
tion be taken by congress as wt«J enable the 
govern men I* to ■construct its own ordnance 
upon its own territory', and so to provide the 
armament* demand* d by considerations of 
national safety and honor. 


THE NAVY. 
THE NEW CBLTJBKB& 
The report of the secretary of the navy ex­

THE ARCTIC EXPEDITIONS. 
The act of congress approved Aug. 7,1 **82, 
authorized tbe r<vmovat to the Uvit*-d Htatea 
of the bodies of Lieutenant Commander G. I 
W. De Loogand his companions of the Jean­ 
nette expedition The removal ha* been sue- j 
ceasfBily accomplished. 
Tbe remain*, viere 
taken from their grave in the Lena delwi, in I 
March, 1883. but w'ere retained at Yakutsk 
until the following winter, the season being ! 
too far advanced to adm it of their immediate j 
transportation. 
They arrived at New' York I 
Feb. 20, 1884, where they were received j 
with suitable honors. 
In pursuance of the 
joint resolution of congress approved Feb. ! 
13, 1884, a naval expedition was fitted j 
out for the relief of L ieut .A W. GreeJy, 
United States arrnv, aud of the party w to j 
had been engaged tinder his command fn j 
scientific observations 
at Lady Franklin | 
bay. 
Tiie fleet 
consisted of the 
steam j 
sealer Thetis, purchased in England, tbe 
Bear, purchased at St. John’s, Newfound* j 
land, aud the Alert, which w'as generously 
provided by the British government. 
ITep- 
arations for the expedition were prom ptly 
made bvthe secretary of the navy, w ith the 
active co-operation of the secretary of war. 
Commander George W. Coffin was placed in 
command of the Alert, and Lieut. \V. H Em­ 
ery in command of the Bear. 
The Thetis 
was intrusted to Commander Winfield 
8 . 
Schley, to whom also wa* assigned the su- j 
perinteudenee of the entire expedition. 
Im ­ 
mediately upon its arrival at Upermtvik, i 
the fleet began the dangeious navigation of j 
Melville bay. ami in spite of every obstacle, 
reached 
Littleton island on June 22. a 
fortnight earlier than any vessel had be­ 
fore attained that point. On the same day it 
crossed 
over 
to 
Cape 
Sabine, 
where 
Lieut 
Greeley 
and other 
survivors of 
his party were discovered 
After taking on 
board the living and the bodies of the dead, 
the relief ships sailed for S t John’s, where 
they arrived on July 17. 
They were appro­ 
priately received at Portsmouth. N. H , on 
Aug. 1, and at New York on Aug 8 . 
One of 
the bodies was lauded at the former place. 
The others were put on sli :>re at Governor’s 
island, and 
witn 
the exception of orm, 
which was interred in the national cemetery, 
were forwarded thence to the destination in­ 
dicated by friends. 
The organization and 
conduct of the relief expedition reflect* 
great credit upon all who contributed to its 
success. 
In this, the last of the state mes­ 
sages that 1 shall have the honor to transm it 
to the congress of the United States, I cun- 
not too strongly urge on its attention the 
duty of restoring our navy as rapidly as pos­ 
sible to the high state of efficiency which 
formerly characterized i t As the long ]>eaee 
that has lulled us into a sense of fancied se­ 
curity may at any time l>e disturbed.

It is the opinion of 
that officer that it is proper to provide 
means whereby exceptional 
dispatch in 
dealing with letters in freo-deliverv offices 
may be secured by the paym ent of extra­ 
ordinary postage.* 
This scheme may be 
made effective by the employment of a 
sjiecial stamp, whose cost shall be commen­ 
surate with the expense of the entire extra 
service. 
In some of the large cities private 
express companies have undertaken to o u t­ 
strip fli3 governm ent mail carriers by afford­ 
ing, for the prom pt transmission of letters, 
better facilities than have hitherto been at 
the command of the postottice. 
It has 
always been the policy of tbe governm ent to 
discourage such enterprises, and in no better 
way can that policy be m aintained than in 
supplying the public with the most efficient 
service that, with due regard to its own best 
interests, can be furnished for its recom­ 
mendation. 


D EPAR TM EN T OF JUSTICE. 
PROPOSED REFORMS. 
The attorney general renews the recom­ 
mendation contained in his report of last 
year, touching the fees of witnesses and 
jurors. 
Ho favors radical change in the fee 
bill, the adoption of a system by which a t­ 
torneys aud marshals of the United Htates 
should bo compensated solely by salaries, 
aud the erection by the governm ent of a 
penitentiary for the confinement of offend­ 
ers against its law's. 


IN T E R IO R D E P A R T M E N T . 
SECRETARY TELLER’S RECOMMENDATIONS, 
Of the varied governmental concern* in 
charge of the interior departm ent, the re­ 
port of it* secretary presents an interesting 
summary 
Among the topics deserving par­ 
ticular attention I refer you to his observa­ 
tions respecting our Indian affairs, the pre­ 
emption and tim ber culture act*, the failure 
of railroad companies to take title to lands 
grouted by the governm ent aud the d e r a ­ 
tions of the pension office, the patent office, 
the census bureau ami bureau of education. 
Allusion has been made already to the cir­ 
cum stance that both a* between different 
Indian tribes and as between the Indiaus aud 
the white*, the past year ha* lieen one of 
unbioken js'ace. 
In this circumstance the 
president is glad to find justification for the 
policy of the government in dealing with the 
Indian question, and confirmation of views 
which were fully expressed in his first com­ 
munication to tbe Forty-seventh congress. 
Tbe secretary urges a new' enactm ent of a 
statute for the punishm ent of crimes com­ 
m itted on Indian reservations, and recom­ 
mend* the passage of the bill now jtemiing 
in the house of representatives, for the pur­ 
chase of a district of 18,000 square mile* 
from the Hioux reservation. 
Both these 
measures are worthy of approval, 
I concur 
with him also in advising the repeal of the 
pre-emption law*, the enactm ent of statute a 
resolving the nreeent legal complications 
touching lapsed grant* to railroad*, and the 
funding' of the debt of the several Pacific 
railroads under such guarantee a* shall in­ 
sure its ultim ate paym ent

POSTAL. AFFAIRS. 
THE REDUC TION IN LETTER POSTAGE. 
The report of the postm aster general ac­ 
quaints you with the present condition and 
needs of the postal service. 
It discloses the 
gratifying fact that the loss of revenue from 
the redaction in the rate of letter postage, as 
recommended in my message of December, 
1882 and effected b v th e act of March 3, 
1883, has been much less than was generally 
anticipated. 
My recommendation of ih s 
reduction was based upon the belief that the 
actual falling off in receipts from letter post­ 
age for the year immediately succeeding the 
change of rate would be $3,000,000. 
It has 
proved to be only $2,275,000. 
This is a 
trustw'orthy indication that the revenue will 
soon be restored to its former volume by 
natural increases of sealed correspondence. 
I confidently repeat, therefore, the recom­ 
mendation of my last annual message, that 
the single rate of postage upon drop letters 
be reduced to one cent wherever t.ho pay­ 
ment of two cents is now required by law. 
The double rate is only exacted at offices 
where the carrier system is in operation, and 
it appears that at these office* the ip- 
crease in tax upon local letters defrays 
the cost not only of its own collection 
and delivery, but of the collection and deliv­ 
ery of all other mail m atter, and this is an 
irregularity that ought no longer to exist, 
I approve the recommendation of the post- 


I OKLI4.N TRADE. 
HOW TO A XI END IT. 
In the course of thus communication refer­ 
ence has more than once been made to the 
policy of this government as regards tbe ex­

artisan cla*#e* is such a* tends to secure 
their per««oual comfort and the development 
of those higher moral anti intellectual qual­ 
ities that go to the making of good citizens. 
Our syatcra of tax and tariff legislation is 
yielding a revenue which is in excess of the 
present need* of tb»* government. 
These 
are elements from w hich it is sought to de­ 
vise a scheme by which, w ithout unfavora­ 
bly changing the condition of workingmen, 
our merchant marine shall be raised from tie 
enfeebled condition and new market* pro­ 
vided for the sale, beyond our border*, of the 
maniloid fruit* of our industrial enterprise. 
The problem is complex and can be solved 
bv no single measure of innovation or r e ­ 
form. 
Tbe countries of the American conti­ 
nent and the adjacent isiand* are for the 
United States the natural m arket of supply 
and dem and It is from them that we should 
obtain what we do not produce, or do not 
] roduce m sufficiency, and it is to them that 
surplus production* of our field*, our mills, 
and our workshops 
should 
fl«>w, under 
condition* that will equalize or favor them 
in comparison with foreign competition, 
four paths of policy seem to point to tin* 
end. 
First, a series of reciprocal commercial 
treaties w ith the countries of America which 
shall foster between the United Ktales and 
them an unhampered movement of trade 
The condition* of these treaties should las 
the free admission of such merchandise a* 
thi* country does not produce, in return for 
the admission free or under a favored scheme 
of duties of our ow n products, the Ix-neiL* 
of such exchange to apply on those good* 
carried under the flag of the parties to the 
contract; the removal on both sides from 
vessel* so privileged of ail tonnage dues 
and national import#, so that their vessels 
may ply unhindered between our port* aud 
those of 
the 
other contracting parties, 
though w ithout infringing on the reserved 
home 
coasting trade. 
The 
removal or 
reduction of 
burden# on the exported 
products of those countries coming with­ 
in the benefits of the treaties, and the 
avoidance of the technicalities, restrictions, 
and specialties by which our intercourse 
with those countrte# is at present hampered. 
Hecondly, the establishm ent of the consular 
service of the United Slates on a salaried 
footing, perm itting the relinquishm ent of 
consular roe* for not only as respects vessels 
under the national flag, but also as respects 
vessels of the treaty nations carrying goods 
entitled to the benefit* of the treaties. 
Thirdly, the enactm ent of measures to favor 
the construction and maintenance of a steam- 
carrying marine under the flag of the United 
Htates 
Fourthly, the establishment of an 
uniform currency basis for the countries of 
America, so th a t the coined products of our 
mines may circulate on equal term s through­ 
out the whole system ot commonwealths. 
This would require a monetary union of 
America, whereby the output of the bullion- 
producing countries and the circulation of 
tiiose which yield neither gold nor silver, 
could be adjusted in conformity with the pop­ 
ulation, w ealth and commercial needs of each. 
As manv of the countries furnish no bullion 
to the common stock, the surplus production 
if our mines and m ints might thus be utilized 
and a step taken toward the general remone­ 
tization of silver. 
To the accomplishinent of 
these ends, so far as they can lie attained by 
separate treaties, the negotiations already 
concluded and now' in progress have been 
directed, and tbe favor with which this 
enlarged policy has thus far been received 
warrant* the belief that its operations will, 
ere long, em brace all or nearly all the coun­ 
tries of this hemisphere. 
It is by no means 
however, that tbe policy unde;- 
consideration should be applied to these 
countries alone. 
The healthful enlargem ent 
of our trail© with Europe. Asia aud Africa 
should be sought by reducing tariff burdens 
on such of their wares as neither w’e nor the 
other American states are fitted to produce, 
and thus enabling ourselves to obtain in re­ 
turn a better m arket for our supplies of 
food, 
of 
raw 
material 
and 
of 
the 
manufacture* in which wc excel. 
It seems 
to me that many of the em.barra.ssi ng ele­ 
ments in the great national conflict l».’w en 
protection and free trade may thus he turned 
to good account; that the revenue m aybe 
reduced so as no longer to overtax the peo­ 
ple; the protective duties may be retained 
without becoming burdensome; th at our 
shipping interests may be judiciously en­ 
couraged, the currency fixed on a linn basis, 
and above all such a unity of interests estab­ 
lished among the states or the American sys­ 
tem as will be of great and ever increasing 
advantage to them nil. 
Ail treaties in the 
line of this policy which have been nego­ 
tiated, or are in process of being negotiated, 
contain a provision deemed to be requisite 
under the clause of the constitution limiting 
to the house of representatives the authority 
to originate bills tor raising revenue. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 
BANKRUPTCY—THE CHOLERA. 
. In view of the general persistent demand 
throughout the commercial community for • 
a national bankrupt lav.', I hope that the 
differences which have hitherto presented its 
enactm ent may not outlast the present ses--’ 
sion. 
The pestilence which for the paati 
two years ha* been raging in the countries of 
the East recently 
made its apjiearance 
in European jwirt* with which we are in con­ 
stant communication. The thou secretary of 
the treasury, in pursuance of a proclamation ’ 
of the president, issued certain regulations 
restricting, and for a time prohiMtiug the 
importation of rags and the admission of 
baggage of immigrant* and of travelers ar­ 
riving from infected quarters. 
Lest this 
course may have been without strict warrant ’ 
of law, I approve the recommendation of the 
present secretary, that congress take action 
in the premise*, and I also recommend the 
immediate adoption of such measures as 
w ill be likely to ward off the dreaded ej#- 
demic, and to mitigate it* severity in case it 
shall unhappily extend to our shores.
